Copper Plate Found In 


Cave Rivited to 


Rock

copper plate, inscribed with a strange 
code message, is puzzling archeolo- 
gists in the Ozarks. 


The copper plate, eight inches long 


and five inches high, was found riv- 
eted to a rock in a cave near here. 
Walter Curtis, a 
farmer, 
found it 


when he followed his dog into the 
cave, when the dog went in after the 
rabbit. 


On the plate are figures resem- 


bling arable letters, crudely drawn, 
some that look like Roman numerals 
and several arrows and other char- 
acters. 
So far attempts to decipher 


the inscription have been fruitless. 
All the arrows point in the same* di- 
rection, leading to a belief the mes- 
sage gives directions for 
reaching 


something or other. 


Since the copper has coroded until 


many of the characters are barely 
discernable, those who have seen Ihe 
plate believe it is several centuries 
old. 


The plale was sent to the Smith- 


sonian Institution, but experts there 
could not explain it, saying they be- 
lieved it was either a code message 
or a clever fake,

Hines said the quickest measure to 


carry out would be one calling for 
cash redemption of the certificates on 
their face value as of 1945.

Mr. Vesey carried every ward by 


a long lead, and cinched' the electidn? 
by sweeping Ward One with a clear 
majority. 


He obtained a majority in the city: 


of 13 votes, polling 474 out of a total 
of 935 cast for mayor. 


Mayor Ruff Boyett, the city's vet- 


eran executive, went down to de- 
feat with a total vote of 204. Mr. 
Vesey is himself a former mayor of 
Hope, serving from 1920 to 1924, and 
being succeeded the latter year by 
Mr. Boyett. The other three candi- 
dates' received only a scattering vote. 


45 Absentee Votes 


There still remain to be counted 


about 45 absentee votes, which will 
probably be canvassed by the city 
central committee Friday. Although a 
change in the present results is pos- 
sible, with a total of 29 candidates for 
the absentee vote to be distributed 
among it is regarded as unlikely thati 
the major offices will be affected. 


The only two-man race in the elec- 


tion—for

treasurer—developed 


into an extremely close contest be- 
tween Treasurer J. W. Harper, run- 
ning for re-election, and Dale Jones, 
his young challenger.

ducts, so that the pompany could forecast its business for as

long a. period as possible. Then sales and deliveries were reg-

ulated so that a regular rate of production could be main- 
tained. 


.,. In this way the company avoided those fitful spurts of 


, 
frantic production alternating with periods of stagnation — 
the system that is the common curse of a great part of Amer- 
ican industry, and which is in a large measure responsible 
for the present depression. 


» "We are asked," remarked Mr. Proctor, "to what extent 


quaranteed employment is applicable to ojther industries. Of 
course, I know that the Proctor & Gamble plan cannot be ap- 
pljed to all industries, but I think it can be applied to many 
corporations to as great or greater extent than we cover our 
employes, and about 90 per cent of our people come under the 
guarantee, 
"I know of a number of corporations where they nave 


continuous employment. They undoubtedly could apply the 
guarantee, and in my opinion would profit greatly by so do- 
in^, as well as give their employes a sense of economic se- 1 
purity, which tends to make for better service." 


And he adds : 
"I think that most industries are capable ot much great- 


er regularity of operation with the consequent regularity of 
employment. I think the reason that they are not so operating 
is largely because no sustained and determined effort has 
been made to so organize industry and the individual cor- 
porations in all their departments— research, advertising, 


' selling, production, warehousing and distribution— with the 
- definitej obective of securing regularity of production and 


employment."

Attacks Dry Law 


Kenneth Mackintosh, Se- 


attle, Says "Conditions 


Unbelievable" 


SEATTLE, 
Wash — (/P) -^ Kenneth 


Mackintosh, a member of the Wick- 
ersham commission, said upon his re- 
turn home here Monday seven mem- 
bers of the law enforcement body fav- 
ored a change in prohibition as soon 
as possible. He did not name the 
seven. 


Mackintosh said the "four other 


members having still a hope which 
they designate as a pious one, that a 
change in organization may bring a 
reasonabl 
degree 
of 
enforcement, 


nevertheless favor revision of that 
hope is not fulfilled." 


The Seattle member said the com- 


mission's report gave full value to all 
the good resulting from prohibition, 
but was more than conservative in 
reporting the bad features so as to 
avoid attack on the ground that we 
deliberately exaggerated conditions." 


"We found conditions almost un- 


believable," Maskintosh said. "There 
is 
unquestionably 
more 
drinking 


among young people than before pro- 
hibition. Prohibition has raised the 
drinker from the gutter and put him 
in good society." 


Although in his individual report 


Mackintosh recommended a change in 
the dry law if further enforcement 
efforts are not productive, he said he 
had since taken the stand the law 
could not be enforced and that change 
should be made now. 


The Seattle member said if the 


IStK amendment were changed to per- 
mit'"regulation or prohibition" instead 
of outright prohibition of beverage 
liquor, the problem would be solved. 


7th Favors Change 


WASHINGTON-(/P)-By his state- 


ment in Seattle advocating an im- 
mediate change in national prohibi- 
tion, Kenneth Gackintosh added his 
name to those of six other law en- 
forcement commissioners who specif- 
ically took such a stand in the Wick- 
ersham report.
